LONDON,  February  9. 
The  prefervation  of  an  empire  which 
for  ages  awed  the  world,  lias  recently 
been  atchieved  by  the  Ikill  and  valour  of 
an  inconfuterable  detachment  of  Brilains. 
Gigantic  difcord,  the  foe  of  liberty  in  the 
garb  o'"  republicanifin — the  iron  hand  of 
French  fraternity,  received  its  molt  fatal 
blow  ufuler  the  walls  of  Acre  ;  nor  have 
the  gallant  fpirits,  whofe  glory,  reflec- 
ted upon  each  individual  of  their  country, 
hitherto  been  their  only  reward,  re- 
laxed in  the  fervice  of  civiliization.  The 
following  letter,  to  which  we  attach  en- 
tire credit,  relates  a  victory  which,  if  wo 
d;>  not  greatly  err,  will  be  or  has  been, 
the  prelude  to  the  fubmidionot  the  French 
in  Egypt. 

CONSTANTINOPLE,  half  past  eight 
o'clock  at  nighty  Wednesday,  Decem- 
ber 1 1.  1799. 

u  I  have  recalled  my  letter,  and  allow- 
ed 10  minutes  to  add  to  it,  that  an  exprefs 
arrived  here  an  hour  lince,  that  Sir  kid- 
ney Smith,  on  the  ill  of  November,  made 
a  feint  in  Damietta,  when,  drawing  the 
attention  of  the  French  to  that  point,  he 
attacked  them  with  irrefillable  valour 
where  they  were  vulnerable,  command" 
ingin  perlon,  and  carrying  all  before  him. 
Tire  lofs  of  the  enemy  confided  of  two 
fhoufand  French  in  killed,  wounded,  and 
prifoners.  In  rowing  to  the  attack,  the 
ftroakfman,  of  fir  Sidney's  bar-re  was  kill- 
ed clofe  to  him.  I  cannot  give  you  par- 
ticulars, but  you  may  depend  on  what  I 
have  related  is  a  fad.

I  have  already  oofTlfTed  you  of  the  high 
favour  in  which  the  Englhh  are  held,  and 
which  is  manife'ded  upon  all  pi;:'*ble  occa- 
fio:;s.  The  government  gave  to  them 
eight  ricliPclicss  on  the  late  prefer.tation 
a  circumlhince  never  known  before,  the 
number  feldorn  exceeding  one  or  two  ; 
and  this  lad  gallant  aclion  of  fir  Sidney 
Smith,  who  was  before  looked  to  as  a  kind 
of  Deity,  will  if  pciiible,  increafe  the  e- 
ftimation  of  th  :  Engii'b  amongll  all  def- 
ections of  the  people.

A  French  caritl  arrived  at  Filmouth 
on  Monday  hill  from  L'Orient,  with  fe- 
verad  captains  of  merchant  vefllls,  When 
the  cartel  left  L'Orient,  an  84  gui  (hip  & 
three  frigates  were  ready  for  faili,g  on  a 
fecret  expedition. 

Two  hundred  flat  bottomed  bats  arc 
ordered  to  be  built  at  Chatham,  to  ccom- 
pany  the  (hips  for  our  intended  expdition. 
The  Inflexible  and  Veftal,  fated  I  troop 
flips,  arc  ready  for  Uiling.

Advices  :?re  daily  expected  of  the  Brell 
fleet  having  put  to  fea. 

A  new  admiral  is  appointed  to  the  com- 
mand of  that  fleet,  who  has  been  twice  a 
prifoner  in  England.  The  firfl  time  was 
on  the  firll  of  june,  when  his  ihip  was 
funk,  and  himfelf  and  Ion  the  only  per- 
fons  faved  ;  afterwards  he  fought  a  ver\ 
gallant  aclion,  and  was  taken  by  a  Britifli 
frigate. 

Buonaparte's  petition  for  peace  has  at 
length  been  withdrawn.  The  Lord  May- 
or removed  it  yederday  morning  from 
Guiidha!!,  where  to  the  honor  of  the  city, 
only  forty  I  ven  perfons  could  b"  found 
to  let  their  names  to  it  ;  and  in  this  Hate 
it  is  to  be  presented  to  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons. 

Yefterdav  morning  at  1 1  o'clock,  the 
bidders  for  the  loan  of  twenty  millions  and 
an  half,  met  at  Mr.  Pitt's  houfe  in  Down- 
ing ftreet,  Me  firs.  Robarts  fk  co.  fir  Fran- 
cis Baring  and  Mr.  Giles,  bid  the  fame 
price  by  agreement,  and  having  offered 
the  nioft  advantageous  terms,  the  loan  is 
divided  between  them.  The  bidding 
was  as  follows.

According  to  the  conditions  of  this  loan 
the  money  has  been  procured  for  the  pub 
lie  at  the  rate  of  4I.  14s.  2d.  intereft  per 
c  ent.  We  are  now  in  t It-  8th  year  of  a 
war,  the  expence  of  which  has  been  as  un- 
paralleled as  the  danger.  Yet  fo  far  from 
finding  our  refources  diminith,  tne  chan- 
cellor of  the  exchequer  is  able  to  fupply 
the  public  necefiities,  upon  conditions  infi- 
nitely more  advantageous  than  during 
the  tail  five  years  o."  hollilities. 

Notwithstanding  the  high  terms  at 
which  the  loan  is  taken,  it  bore  a  premi- 
um of  a  i-j  per  cent,  immediately,  and 
fluctuated  between  that  price  and  3  1-2. 
The  conjunction  of  fo  many  wealthvinte- 
rtfts  is  certainly  very  highly  in  its  favor.

The  5th  article  flates,  that  the  Church- 
es of  England  and  Ireland  ihall  be  united 
into  one  Church,  fubjeel  to  the  fame  regu- 
lations as  is  at  prefent  by  law  eltabli 'bed. 

The  6th  article  Hates,  tlfSt  after  the 
ill  day  of  Juiuary,  180 1,  his  ir.ajedy's 


fubjecls  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  fliall 
be  entitled  to  the  lame  privileges,  and  be 
on  the  fame  footing,  in  rig;,  rd  to  enccu- 
arements,  bounties  ifec.  Tnat  after  the 
la  id  fiVfl  da  of  January.,  all  prohibitions 
ana  bounties,  cn  ar 'i  :es  the  growth  of 
either  counti  ,  and  that  the  laid  articles

!uch  export. 

Art.  7.  t'nat  for  the  fpace  of  20  years

The  curiof.t\  ofthr-  public  has  been  eve- 
cited  by  a  newly  difcovered  difeafe,  deno- 
minated from  itr-  origin,  the  Co*)  Pox,  an 
account  of  which  I  lent  y.ra  fait  Mar.i  ... 
By  the  hiilory  then  given,  it  appeared 
this  cow  pox  pre:  ty  exactly  refembled  the 
very  uiiklelt  final!  po-:  fV&hl  inoecu'lat ion  ; 
that  none  had  e.er  died  of  it,  whether 
man  or  be  a  ft;  and  that  thofe  who  hall  un- 
dergone the  cow  p  •  •  .  >jicr  se- 
curedfrom  the  small  boot,  he  they  ever  so 
much  exposed  to  the  effluvium  of  it  or  ever 
so  much  ripe  matter  inserted  into  the  skin 
by  inoculation  ;  or  in  other  words,  thai 
thofe  perfons  who  had  undergone  the  lo- 
cal difeafe  and  fpecific  fever  occalioned 
by  the  cow  pox  infection,  is  thereby  ren- 
dered ever  after  unsusceptible  of  the  small 
pox.  Many  parent's  are  doubtlefs  anxi- 
ous to  know  if  thefe  aftertions  are  juftifi- 
ed  by  fubfequent  experiments,  and  frA- 
ftantiated  by  a  well  connected  chain  of 
facts.  I  now  fend  you  what  information 
I  have  gathered  from  my  correspondents 
in  England,  and  from  Va*rfOuS  publicati- 
ons, efpecially  from  one  by  Dr.  Wood- 
ville  on  this  all  important  fuhject ;  I  fay 
jill  important  fubject,  for  during  thelr.lt 
eight  hundred  years  the  fmall  pox  has 
deltroyed  full  a  tenth  part  of  the  whole 
human  race  ! 

Dr.  woodville  is  phyfician  to  the  fmall 
pox  and  inoculating  hofpitals  in  the  city 
of  London.  It  teems  that  finding  bv  Dr. 
Jenner's  orrigiial  publication,  that  rio fa- 
tal effects  had  ever  been  known  to  follow 
from  the  infection  of  the  cow  pox,  and 
that  it  left  the  conftitution  in  a  ftate  of 
perfect  fecurity  from  the  final!  pox,  Dr. 
Woodville  became  ve;  v  anxious  to  try 
the  cffecls  of  inoculating  the  matter  of 
this  new  and  Angular  difeafe  ;  &  as  trials 
could  be  made,  not  only  with  fafety,  but 
alfo  with  a  pr dipefil  to  advantage, he  con- 
Ceivcd  it  to  be  a  duty  he  owed  to  the  pub- 
lic, in  his  official  iitu.ition  at  the  inoculat- 
ing hofpital,  to  embrace  the  fu  ll  opportu- 
nity o''  carrying  the  plart  into  exe  cution. 
*  He  found  the  difeafe  at  a  cow-houfe  in 
Gra>  s  Inn  Lane,  where  there  were  about 
too  cows  kept.  One  of  the  milkers,  na- 
med Sarah  Rice,  bad-fa  pemfct a  fpeci- 
men  of  the  diftomper  on  her  hand,  that 
Dr.  Woodville  entertained  no  doubt  of 
its  being  the  genuine  cow  pax.    It  very 

in  t^rft  plate  of  Dr.  Jennet's  puMtCa- 
tion.  Dr.  woodville,  therefore  in  Janua- 
ry laft  went  to  the  cow-houfein  companv 
•with  lord  Somerville,  Sir  jofeph  Banks, 
Sir  William  Watfon,  Dm  Simmons, 
Pearfon,  Wellan  and  othef,  and  took 
fome  of  t  ie  pcrulent  mattr  from  the 
teats  of  the  cow,  and  from  iirah  Rice, 
with  w'.iicli  lie  immediately  itocculated 
feven  childaen,  by  fcratchirr  t'.ie  fkin 
ith  the  point  of  a  lancet  tilithe  inftru- 
ment  became  tinged  with  blocl.  In  the 
rfe  of  three  months  Dr.  .Voodville 
noculated  200,  whofe  cafes  hhas  given 
n  his  pamphlet. — By  the  moth  of  Max- 
he  had  inoculated  about  fix  hudred,  and 
has  exhibited  the  rcfult  as  it  regarded 
thi  number  of  puftles,  days  of  inefs,  &c. 
in  the  form  of  a  table.  Nearl  all  thefe 
perfons  were  afterwards  inocu  ted  with 
the  matter  of  fmall  pox,  or  el  expofed 
to  the  infection  of  it  in  the  fmalpox  hof- 
pital,  withont  the  lead  fignso  the  dif- 
eafe. The  Dr.  then  points  ct  wherey 
thefe  two  difcafes  agree  and  in  'hat  they 
dirfer.  The  cow  pox  in  every  afe  with 
which  we  are  as  yet  acquaiied,  has 
been  introduced  into  the  buA  confti- 


tution through  th*  medium  ot  an  external'] 
local  ivflitmation,  and  is  therefore  to  be 
confidered  as  an  inoculated  disease  ;  for 
there  *ve  no  clear  inftances  of  its  being 
received  b*y  efliuvia,  as  is  the  fmall  pox  ; 
nevertlicicfr,  its  virus  fecms'to  effect  a 
limilar  mode  of  aiTlion  and  to  be  governed 
by  the  fame  laws..  Thus,  if  a  perfon  be 
inoculated  alternately  with  the  fmall  pox 
matter,  and  that  the  cow  poX  every  day, 
till  fever  is  exited,  all  the  inoculations 
make  a  progrefs  ;  and  ar  foon  as  the 
whole  Lyftem  becomes  difordered,  they 
appear  to  be  all  equally  advanced  in  ma- 
turation. It  is  to  be  remembered,  that 
the  local  tumor  excited  from  the  inocula- 
tion of  the  cow  pox,  is  commonly  of  a 
different  appearance  from  that  which  is 
the  confecjuence  of  inoculation  with  vari- 
olous matter.  The  fluid  formed  in  the 
cow  pox  tumor  very  rarely  becomes  puii- 
form,  and  the  fcab  which  ftjftceeds  is  of  a 
harder  texture,  and  er: Dibits  a  Imoother 
furface  than  in  the  fmall  pox. 

It  is  e\  idem  from  Dr.  Woodville's  pub- 
lication, that  the  matter  of  the  cow  pox 
has  generally  produced  much  fewer  puf- 
tles, and  lefs  indifpofition,  than  that  from 
the  inocoulated  fmall  pox  ;  for  it  appears 
from  his  fummary  table,  that  about  two- 
fifths  of  all  the  perfons  inoculated  for  the 
cow  pox,  had  no  puftlea  at  all,  and  that 
in  not  more  than  a  fourth  part  of  them 
was  there  experienced  any  prcccptible 
diforder.  But  it  nnift  at  the  fame  tro|e 
be  acknowledged,  that  in  feveral  inftan- 
ces the  cow  pox  has  proved  a  very  fevere 
difeafe.  Some  had  200,  fome  300,  and 
fome  500,  and  two  had  1000  puftles. 
>m  infant  at  the  breaft  died  on  the  nth 
;  V  after  the  cow  pox  matter  had  been 
inferred  into  its  arm.  In  this  folitary 
fatal  cafe;  the  local  tumor  was  very 
flight,  and  [he  eruptive  fymptoms  took 
place  on  the  feventh  day,  when  the  child 
was  feifed  with  convullion  fits,  which 
carried  it  off.  The  .puftles  were  from 
80  to  100.  Can  we,  however,  be  certain 
it  died  m  confcqucnce  of  inoculation  r 
Two  inftances  occcurred,  which  led  Dr. 
(VoodtrUle  to  form  a  concb.'fion  contrary 
to  the  recieved  oppimbn  that  the  cow  pox 
cannoi  be  propagrted  by  the  effluvia  6f 
perfons  infected  with  it/  Finally,  the  in- 
Itances  which  have  been  brought  forward 
to  prove  that  thofe  who  have  undergone 
the  cow  pox,  rcfiftcd  the  infection  of  the 
fmall  pox,  are  unqueftidhable  and  dcci- 
five,  and  fumciently  numerous  to  eftab- 
IHb  that  important  fad.  This  circum 
'lance,  then,  fays  Dr.  Wcodville,  appears 
to  be  as  much  a  general  law  of  the  lyftem. 
as  that  a  perfon  having  had  the  fmall  pox 
is  thereby  rendered  unfufceptible  of  re- 
ceiving the  difeafe  a  fecOnd  time.  Forof 
all  the  patients,  fays  he  whom  I  have  ind* 
eulated  with  variolous  matter,  Sifter  they 
had  passed  through  the  cow  pox,  none 
were  affected  with  the  fmall  pox  ,  and  it 
may  be  remarked  that  nearly  a  fourth 
part  were  fo  (lightly  affected  with  the 
cow  pox,  that  it  neither  produced  any 
preemptible  indifpofition  nor  pullles. 

I  have  thought  it  not  improper  to 
throw  thus  much  before  the  public  at  this 
time.  We  live  in  the  fcrutrnizing  rcra 
of  experiment,  and  we  cannot  doubt  but 
our  hretheren  in  England,  will  purfue 
this  important  fnbjeft  with  an  indefatiga- 
bility,  charocteriftic  of  the  nation,  and 
produce  aftill  longer  chain  of  fach,  which 
fee tirt  abfolutely  r.cceflary  before  wc  can 
all  unite  in  the  refdlutidn  to  difcard  the 
inoculation  of  the  fm  ail  pox  matter,  and 
adivpt  that  from  the  cow.
